pleaſed God, as well to pꝛevent, as repell thoſe 
Dangers Which ſeemed of late to thieaten this 
Nations Peace, by the Apoſtaſie of ſome from 
their fozmer Engagements in conjunction with 
old Enemies, together with a neutral Generation, 
in ſo much as few Counties of England but have 
been in ſome meaſure infeſted, though not with 
open acts of Hoſtility, yet with ſecret Complot⸗ 
tings and Attempts, to debauch the People to 
an Inlurrection, but moze eſpectally the Nozth- 
weſtern parts, where Sir George Booth, Sir Tho- 
mas Middleton, Colonel Egerton, Colonel Werden, 
and ſeveral others their Accomplices, upon pꝛe⸗ 
tente ok adding to this Nations Freedom, would 
have by fozce of Arms bzonght it into Bondage, 
by re-admitting a Kingly Intereſt and Family, 
agaluſt which God hath ſo long by a ſucceſſive and 
un⸗interrupted Series of Pꝛovidence very fully 
witneſſed; That when in many other places of this 
Mation, eben at once the Enemy hath attempted to 
- bieak-th upon our peace like a floud, it is wonder⸗ 
full to behold, how the Spirit of the Lozd hath 
Ufted up a Standard againſt him, All which the 
Parliament ＋ » hath reckoned it a duty 
incumbent on them to let apart Thurſday next, be⸗ 
ing the ſixth day of October, One thouſand ſir hun⸗ 
dꝛed fifty nine, foꝛ a Day of ſolemn Pꝛaiſes and 
Thankſgivings, to be returned unto the Toꝛd; 
Aud to the end, that all who are truly free to ſuch 
a Duty , within the Cities of London and Weſt- 
minſter, and late Lines of Communication, map 
Have an oppoꝛtunity to offer a Sacrifice of Praiſe 
on this behalf, the Parliament doth hereby declare 
they are invited thereunto ; And as foz all other 
parts of this Commonwealth, upon the Third 
jay of November next: That as the true perfor- 
e of this Duty is by ſuch a People as are

made free in the Sons freedom, ( foz, Praiſe waiteth 
for God 1a Sion) So an occaſion ts hereby given 
to render it to the Toꝛd, even in the Great Con- 
gregation, 

And although this Combination was ſo gene- 
ral, its appearance ſudden, and there was not 
wanting a readineſſe of willing People to offer 
themſelves in ſuch a day of tryal; vet that it hath 
pleaſed God, with the loſſe of ſo little Bloud, to 
[till the raging Enemp and Avenger; yea, after 
his defeat and diſappointment, that both Perſons 
and Things are brought to light in this matter 
beyond expectation, are none of the leaſt motives 
to quicken and excite even all that fear God, and 
wok righteoulneſſe in theſe Nations, unto ſuch 
a Duty at this ſeaſon, not doubting but as it hath 
pleaſed God to cauſe the wrath of man to praiſe Him, 
{o that the remainder of wrath will He reſtrain.
